sal from Russia for a round-table 
world trndi> conference. 


"The American people will wake 


up some day to find that Russia has 
become the strongest nation in either 
Europe or Asia,' 'he declares. "The 
big question we should consider now 
is whether we shall be on good terms 
with such a great nation and profit 
thereby, or whether we shall throw 
away our opportunity." 


The Soviets have purchased $70(1,- 


000,000 worth of products from Amer- 
ican firms and have never defaulted 
on a single dollar, Colonel Cooper as- 
serts. Conversely, American imports 
Irom Russia during the same time 
have been only ubout a fifth us much 
as our exports. 


Trade with Russia is handicapped 


by luck of credit facilities. 
Because 


of the relations between the two coun- 
tries, Russian paper cannot be dis- 
counted readily and orders suffer bo- 
cause many 
manufacturers do not 


have sufficient capital to meet these 
conditions. 
With credit barriers re- 


moved. Colonel Cooper says. Amer- 
ican-Russian trade would make vast 
increases. 


Colonel Cooper is a personal friend 


ol Stalin, the Soviet dictator, whom 
he describes as ":i marvelously square, 
clean-minded /.ealot." 


"I know Stalin well, aiul even if 


I don't concur with his ideas 1 think 
he is a great man." Cooper said. "It 
is a pity thtat Americans do not know 
him better." 


The famous engineer who is build- 


ing the Soviets' biggest power pro- 
ject declares Stalin ha.s no intention 
of trying to foment revolution in this 
country, despite frequent charge;, of 
that kind in Congress and elsewhere. 


"I'm 
an American," he says, "and 


1 think any man who has anything to 
do with a government that's trying 
to overthrow the American govern- 
ment is a traitor and should be shot." 


things he desired to apologize for and 
that the first was for "ever having 
supported your present governor." 


This statement was applauded. Me 


added that the "political gang wants 
0wlj|ht's scalp because I won't stoop 
to the petty things that they do and 
want me to do." 


He branded as an "Infamous lie" the 


report which he said he has heard 
that he is running for governor to 
feel out the sentiment of the people 
and1 intends to support Tom J. Tarral 
near the end of the campaign. 


He ridiculed Mr. Terral, who he said

Mr. Blackwood did not mention other 
candidates by name except to say that 
they were "pretty good fellows, but 
showed poor judgment." 


He asserted that he is running for 


himself and his loyal friends and that 
he intends to complete the race re- 
gardless of what happens. He said he 
always has been loyal to his friends 
and will continue that policy when he 
is elected governor and added that he 
will have few favors for the "also 
rans." 


Criticizes the Gazette 


He criticized the Gazette several 


times and read clippings which he 
said he believed had been published 
with the deliberate intention to injure 
him, 
citing specifically an article tell- 


ing of certain highway funds having 
been deposited in the state treasury 
through him after having been on de- 
posit in banks for several years. 


He said he did not know when the 


money was placed in the treasury and 
added' that the article indicated that 
the Audit Commission had found him 
"short $27,000 and that I had dug down 
in my jeans and paid it back." 


He said the Gazette and Audit Com- 


mission "have tried to make the peo- 
ple think I am responsible for the 
depression all over the world." He 
added that the Gazette then "has the 
nerve to send advertising solicitors to 
my office for legal advertising," andi 
asserted that he would make a "hitch 
hiking campaign" before he would 
spend a nickel with that paper. 


Says lie Asked for Audit 


Reviewing the history of highway 


audit legislation, Mr. Blackwood said 
he wrote the lieutenant governor and 
speaker of the House in 1929, asking 
that they try to have a bill passed 
that would provide a fair and com- 
plete audit of the Highway Depart- 
ment. 


He said he went before the Budget 


Committee in 1929 and urged that the 
appropriation for an audit be increas- 
ed from $50,000 to $100,000. He denied 
that he tried to prevent the Senate 
from passing an audit bill at the spe- 
cial session last fall but said he did 
nave some friendly senators sponsor 
an amendment to force members of 
;he Audit Commission to resign if they 
desired to run for public office. 


Says Legislature Persecuted Him 
"When the legislature finally passed 


an nucTit bill arid members of the com- 
mission asked for bids, they did "not 
award the job to the lowest bidder," 
Wr. Blackwood shouted. "They gave it 
to a bunch of Virginians on a cost- 
plus basis, the work to be done by 
he day at from $15 to $35 a day.

and passed a so-called refunding bill,

He said 
Judge Marcus Bone of Batesville re- 
signed to run for governor and had a 
close friend, Casey, named in his place. 


He said that W. H. Mann of Forrest 


City has a cousin in the governor's 
race, and that George Vaughan, "the 
man who has drawn 
hundreds of 


thousands of dollars in state money 
and now is teaching law at the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas, is on the com- 
mission to look after Governor Par- 
nell's interests. He added that H. J. 
Lemley of Hope and V. W. St. John 
of Mena, are the only members who 
"do not appear to be trying to get 
somebody or protect somebody."

dent of the Louisiana, .Arkansas & 
Texas Railway, and the executive head 
of the railroads for the past two years. 
Under his direction many improve- 
mens, extensions of service and econ- 
omies (have been afflei^fed. Ainonlj 
the most important of these was ar- 
rangements to extend service to Dal- 
las, Texas,- and the establishmen of 
industrial 
and 
agricultural depart- 


ments for the purposes of assisting the 
people and the communities of the 
great section of Louisiana, Texas and 
Arkansas served by the L. & A. lines, 
and better passenger and freight ser- 
vice to the communities served. 


In attaining the presidency of the 


L. & A., Mr. Couch ascends to the 
top in a line of industry in which he 
first engaged as a boy. In 1906, he 
fired an engine on the L. and N. W. 
But, this was not his first job. Be- 
fore that he worked as a delivery boy 
in a Magnolia, Ark., market, receiving 
15 cents a day. Because of his exper- 
ience, he is sympathetic 
with 
all 


classes of people, and fully able to 
appreciate the problems of all work- 
ing people. Because of his knowledge 
of the territory, and of friends and ac- 
quaintances in the agricultural, in- 
dustrial and financial worlds, he is 
well equipped for the job of directing 
the L. & A. Lines and serving the 
best interests of the sections traversed 
by these railroads. 


After laboring as a fireman on the 


L. and N. W., during 1906, he engaged 
in the telephone business with his 
brother, Harvey C. Couch, and others, 
from 1907 to 1911. He started as a 
ground man digging post holes. Later 
he became lineman and finally fore- 
man, 
being in charge of the construc- 


tion of transmission lines in Louisiana, 
Arkansas and Texas. This work gave 
him first hand opportuniyt to become 
acquainted with the resources and 
possibilities of the territory served by 
the 
Louisiana and 
Arkansas, 
and 


Louisiana, Arkansas and Texas. 


Mr. Couch left the telephone busi- 


ness in 1911, and with his 
brother, 


Harvey, and others, engaged in the de- 
velopment of an inter-connected elec- 
tric power system. He constructed 
the first transmission line to be built 
n Arkansas, Louisiana and Mississippi. 
Tliis line tied together the small plants 
at Malvern and Arkadelphia, Arkan- 
sas, and from this has grown the in- 
terconnected systems of the Louisiana, 
Arkansas and Mississippi Power and 
Light companie. In development of 
this system, the Couches brought about 
the utilization of 
hitherto 
unused 


water power on the Ouachita in Ark- 
ansas, and were the first to make 
available over a wide area the ad- 
vantages of electric service generated 
from the natural gas of North Louis- 
iana. From these pioneering efforts 
grew the system of high voltage lines 
and of natural gas lines, which today 
make the benefits of natural gas and 
water power available to hundreds of 
communities in Louisiana, Arkansas, 
Mississippi and other states. 


When the Couches began the devel- 


opment of an interconected electric 
power system in Mississippi, 
C. P. 


Couch was sent there as vice-presi- 
dent and general manager. He served 
from 1923 until 1927, and under his 
direction more than 100 cities 
and 


communities of Mississippi weri? sup- 
plied with the advantages of intercon- 
nected electric power, providing many 
for the first time with 24-hour elec- 
tric service, and many small rural 
communities with their first electric 
service. Included among these were 
some -10 municipalities which had pre- 
viously owned and 
ojierated 
small 


electric plants, which found it advant- 
ageous and economical to dispose of 
their plants to the Couch system, and 
thereby obtain the benefits of unlim- 
ted power at lower raes and munici- 
pal revenue from these hitherto tax- 
free properies. 


In 1927, Mr. Couch resigned his po- 


sition with the Mississippi Power and 
Light Company to become vice-presi- 
dent and general 
manager of 
the 


Southern Ice & Utlities Co. with head-

Terraced Soil is 
Safe From Erosion 


County Agents Direct Ter- 


racing Operations on 


112,558 Acres

Farmers in southwest .Arkansas are 


turning to terracing to protect their 
cultivated fields from washing. In the 
last four years 3,631 farmers have ter- 
raced their farms protecting 112,558 
acres with terraces under the direction, 
of county agents maintained by these 
counties. • This does not include either 
the farms terraced before 1928 or those 
terraced by the farmers after receiv- 
ing instruction from the agents. 


In the rolling land of southwest 


Arkansas, washing takes a heavy toll 
of soil fertility, as it is found by the 
government experiment .stations on 
soil erosions; this toll of plant food on 
cultivated land is considerably more 
than that taken by our common field 
crops. The farmers realize this, and 
they are striving to correct this leak 
in the farming business. 


B. L. Slater, a farmer of near Junc- 


tion City, Union county, states that 
the terracing of his land has increased 
his crop production enough in two 
years to pay for the labor of putting 
up the broad base terraces on his 
farm; also ,that he would not farm if 
he had to run the risk of having his 
crops ruined each year by the spring 
rains when not protected by terraces 
properly run and constructed. 


The demands of the agents for this 


sort of work is so great that it is im- 
possible to answer all individual calls. 
The work is now being done almost 
entirely by communities so as to 
spread the influence to more people. 
Numerous communities and farmers 
own their terracing levels and work 
together under the direction of the 
county agents in doing this work.
